Secreta ry Wilso n Tells 
Sena to rs Needs fo r Arms 


WASHINGTON (.ft- Secretary of Defense Wilson said today he holds 
a “ reasonable hope’’ that Sov iet Ru ssia u ltimately will negotaite with 
this cou ntry on disarm am ent. 
Wilson told a Senate Foreign 
Relations su bcommittee that there 
are “ some realists’’ in the Krem ­ 
lin who know, as the United States 
know's, that there can be no win­ 
ner in an atomic or hy drogen war. 
And he said he is su re there 
mu st be “ some men of good will 
in Ru ssia ju st like there are in this 
cou ntry .” 
Bu t Wilson made it clear the 
United States does not propose to 
disarm u ntil there is agreem ent 
on a plan for safe control. He said 
the aerial inspection and ex change 
of m ilitary blu eprints proposed by 
President Eisenhower wou ld be a 
“good start” and added that “ any 
sy stem 
wou ld 
hav e 
to 
inclu de 
grou nd inspection.” 
“ Until science ev olv es a satis­ 
factory method for the detection of 
hidden stockpiles, no disarm am ent 
program u ndertaken in the interim 
can prov ide a control sy stem for 
nu clear weapons w’hich w'ou ld pre­ 
clu de risks to secu rity interests of 
the United States,” Wilson told a 
Senate 
su bcommittee 
which 
is 
hu nting for a disarm am ent formu ­ 
la. 
Practical Step 
The 
secretary 
said 
President 
Eisenhow'er’s 
proposal 
to 
swap 
aerial reconnaissance and m ilitary 
blu eprints with Ru ssia “wou ld be 
a practical first step toward dis­ 
arm am ent.” 
Wilson told 
the su bcommittee 
that, 
while 
fav oring 
effectiv ely 
controlled comprehensiv e disarm ­ 
ament. the United ‘States feels it 
mu st keep militarily strong u nder 
present world conditions.

someone 
with 
bu siness j 
training and ex perience to be re­ 
sponsible for pu rchases made by s 
the school, bu dget control, treas­ 
u rer’s reports and financial re ­ 
cords. 
In recommending that a bu siness 
m anager be hired. Dees said the 
school bu dget now’ ru ns more than 
one million dollars each y ear, and 
there shou ld be someone dev oting 
his time ex clu siv ely to the financial 
affairs of the district. He said su ch 
a person probably wou ld sav e the 
district at least the amou nt of his 
salary in lowered costs in pu rchas­ 
ing.

J. Clark Hess, assistant su perv isor of Dix on Townshihp. speaking 
for the bu ilding committee, recommended the installation at an esti­ 
mated cost of $30,000 to $35,000. 
On a motion by Leon Miller, as­ 
sistant su perv isor, Dix on Township, 
an ov erwhelming v oice v ote passed 
the measu re, althou gh a few' dis­ 
senting v otes were heard.

Parity is a theoretical price at 
which a farm produ ct has a fair 
pu rchasing power in term s of eosta 
of things farm ers mu st bu y . 
Crops are su pported at a per­ 
centage of parity , so its lev el de­ 
termines gov ernment price su p­ 
ports on wheat, com and other 
m ajor crops. 
New Form u la 
A new formu la for compu ting 
parity became effectiv e this y ear. 
It raised the lev el for some crops 
and low ered it for others--among 
them corn and wheat. 
Bu t the S e n a t e 
Agricu ltu re 
Committee wrote a “ du al parity ” 
prov ision into the bill. This wou ld 
allow farm ers to u se either the old 
or the new’ parity sy stem which­ 
ev er was higher—in determining 
the lev el of price su pports. 
It cou ld mean more than IO 
cents a bu shel on the wheat crop 
of nearly a billion bu shels and 
somewhat less per bu shel on the 
c o r n crop 
t h a t sometimes is 
abov e three billion bu shels.

Stengel said he fav ors a rigid 
farm price su pport sy stem, bu t he 
also said he wou ld like to sit dowm 
W’ith the farm ers and work ou t a 
program that wou ld incorporate 
their thinking on the problems.

No Hardships 


Wilkins said he knew of no case 
where a Local 601 member was 
evicted, lost his home or had his 
auto repossessed 
if he applied to 
the union for aid. 
Emphasizing that it was only a 
rough guess, Wilkins said he fig­ 
ured the union has spent about a 
million dollars for strike relief In 
the East Pittsburgh area. 
In 
addition 
to 
union aid, 
all 
strikers are eligible for govern­ 
ment surplus food. Some receive 
public 
assistance 
(state 
relief). 
M any get help from friends and 
relatives. Others work pfcrt-time 
at odd jobs. Some have had wind­ 
falls in the form of federal in­ 
come tax refunds and accrued va­ 
cation pay. Many took SI OO loans 
from the company last Christmas. 
At be.st. though, these are but 
stopgap 
measures 
providing 
the 
barest 
necessities.
